THE “ BONE AGE” IN KANSAS. 


In Ea rly Da y s the Pla in Wa s Strewn 
With Buffa lo Skeleto ns. 


The pioneers of Kansas will never 
forget the Buffalo bone age,” says the 
Kansas City Star. MTien central and 
southwestern Kansas 
were 
settled 
the prairies were strewn with buffalo 
bones. 
Those were hard 
times 
in 
Kansas and the gathering of these 
bones enabled the early settlers to 
live while they were getting 
their 
claims "brok en out" for the produc­ 
ing of crops. 
Nine-tenths of the pioneers of that 
section of Kansas—and there weren’t 
very 
many 
at 
that—had literally 
nothing but a team and a few house­ 
hold goods that they had hauled from 
the East in a single wagon. 
Of course there were no 
buffalo, 
for this was in the late 70’s, but their 
bones strewed the plains, and these 
bones were the only thing that had a 
commercial value and they were util­ 
ized. 
They were 
hauled 
in 
great 
w’agon loads to the nearest railway, 
often from sixty to 100 miles away 
and sold. 
The horns were the more 
valuable and they went first, but the 
rest of the sk eleton soon followed. 
There w'ere no fortunes made by 
these early bonehimters for a large 
load of buffalo bones brought 
only 
from $5 to $8 at the railroad towns, 
but the proceeds from a load enabled 
the settler to buy flour, coffee and oc­ 
casionally meat and lumber.

fNGINES NOW USED ON FLOWS, 
IN PARTS OF KANSAS. 


As a Result Farmers Are Able to 
Plant More Wheat 
Than 
They 
Can Harvest— Work for Hun­ 
dreds of Strange'rs. 


Kansas City.—The steam plow has 
become a familiar object In western 
Kansas. Managers of the big imple­ 
ment houses here say that about 250 
outfits have been sold in the last 12 
months and that about 600 are in 
use on the western and central Kan­ 
sas plains wherever the fields 
are 
large enough and the ground 
level 
enough to permit their operation. 
All through the western portions of 
the wheat belt big traction engines, 
with wheel tires nearly a yard wide, 
are at work pulling the gang plows 
and turning up the soil at the rate of 
30 acres a day. with two men working 
each outfit. 
These two men, work­ 
ing in the old wa^% could plow only 
about six acres a day, so that 
the 
steam plow has increased the 
efll- 
ciency of labor fivefold in this one 
character of farm work. 
Those outfits cost about $1,900, but 
the expense of plowing averages only 
about 40 cents an acre, as compared 
with an expense of 75 cents to $1.50 
\a n acre when the work w^as done by 
a man with a team. Therefore, a farm­ 
er w'ho ow’ns 1,000 acres of wheat land 
can save enough in a few' years to pay 
for a steam plow. 
Kansas City dealers say tliat about 
half the steam plows in the west are 
owned by large farmers, and the re­ 
mainder belong to the thrashing ma­ 
chine men who run the plows in thé 
spring and the late fall when they are 
not thrashing grain. 
The rush to get the fall plowing fin* 
ished while the ground is in good con­ 
dition has prompted some farmers to 
run their steam plows at night, with 
a great glaring headlight streaming 
across the fields, as well as In 
the 
daytime. 
The only objection to the 
steam 
plow is that it enables farmers 
to 
plant more wheat than they can har­ 
vest. 
In portions of central and w'est- 
ern Kansas, where the farms 
are 
large and the population is compara­ 
tively sparse, a favorable 
fall 
for 
plowing and planting, and a steam- 
plowing outfit at 
hand 
result 
in 
such large areas of wheat that when 
the harvest season comes the task 
of gathering the crop must w'ait on 
the incoming hundreds of strangers 
to labor for a few weeks in the har­ 
vest fields.

Grafting Tissues or. the Face 
of David Dodson. 


AND IT MAY BE SUCCESSFUL 


Surgeon Has Patient’s Face Bound to 
His Biceps in an Unusual 
Operation. 


Dr. Charles H. Frazier, of the Uni­ 
versity hospital, Philadelphia, Fa., is 
attem pting to grow a nose on the 
face of David Dodson, of Sangier, 
Cambria county, by grafting tissues 
from Dodson's left arm on that pan 
of his face where his nose ought to be. 
The operation gives every evidence 
of success, and if it does succeed it 
will be one of the most remarkable 
c a s ^ of skin grafting in the annals or 
medicine. 
Dodson is lying in the hospital with 
his face against his left arm and his 
head bound to the biceps of the arm 
with ligaments. He will be forced to 
remain in this position for about a 
week. But if at the end of that time 
the operation has proved successful 
he will be well repaid for the pain it 
Is costing him now% for he will again 
nave a nose. 
The operation was performed before 
the senior glass of the medical school 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 
Dodson lost his nose as the result of 
a sleigh ride, during which it was bad­ 
ly frozen. 
Several years ago Dr. Frazier at­ 
tempted a similar operation. At that 
time he tried to graft a man’s forefin­ 
ger on his face to take the place of a 
nose. 
The finger was bound to thé 
man's face, and after it grew^ on w’as 
to have been cut off, but the operation 
ended in failure because the patient 
tore his hand away from his face.
